AGAINST CHARGES 


BITTERLY FOUGHT TRIAL IS 
INDICATED; WILL REQUIRE 


SEVERAL DAYS 


OKLAHOMA" CITY, Feb. 


11. (AP)—Prosecutors of 
Governor Henry S. Johnston 
won their point in the first 
roll call vote of the senate 
court of impeachment, which 
started his trial today on 11 
charges. 


By a vote of 29 to 14, the senate 


overruled defense objections to tes- 
timony purporting to reveal a con- 
spiracy between Johnston and J. 
R. Armstrong, an advisor. 
The first testimony related to the 
pardoning of Dewey Crossthwaite, 
convicted murderer and 
fugitive 


from justice, although the senate 
was trying Johnston on a charge 
of general incompetency and the 
pardon matter is included in a, sep- 
arate article alleging corruption. 
R. G. Lovejoy, brother of Thel- 
ma Lovejoy, 
for 
whose murder 
Crossthwaite was convicted about 
ten years ago, repeated testimony 
he gave to the house investigating 
committee several 
weeksk ago. 
Charles W. Mason, chief justice of 
the state supreme court, who is 
presiding over the trial, overruled 
abjection of Johnston's counsel to 


The roll call camo when Lovejoy 
was called- upon to repeat a conver- 
sation he said he had with Arm- 
strong after be had protested to 
Johnston because of the pardon, 
granted last December. 
W. A. Lovejoy of Ardmore, father 
of the murdered girl, was the sec- 
ond witness. 
R. W. Owen, attorney for John- 
ston, halted his testimony. 
"We'll admit that Cross! hwaite 
shot the girl anywhere in the body 
the managers say." Owen 
said. 
"We'll admit he did a cowardly 
deed, pleaded guilfy, was sentenced 
t life and was given a full par- 
don by Gov. Johnston. 
"This testimony is nonsense and 
for no other purport than to in- 
cense and 
prejudice members of 
this court. 


"We'll admit all of the counsel's 
contentions except that the pardon 
was corruptly and unlawfully is- 
sued.

Criticism of the American 


scholastic system is easy, al- 
though the remedy is hard 
to find. 
Colleges and uni- 


versities are functioning to- 
day probably as efficiently 
as ever, the difference be- 
tween present and past be- 
ing in the public's idea of 
what should be expected of 
them. 


It must be remembered 


that the United States only 
recently cast aside its swad- 
dling clothes and that in an 
infant country higher educa- 
tion, or the need for higher 
education, is not a pressing 
matter. Now, however, con- 
ditions are different, and ed- 
ucators see that their struc- 
ture is not perfect and are 
casting about for a remedy. 


This is a healthy sign. The 


more thought expended up- 
on the subject, the sooner 
the new university will arise. 
Blind copying of European 
institutions and methods will 
not suffice, 
for American 


problems, ideals, aims and 
ideas have little in common 
with those of foreign coun- 
tries. 


The stage is set for re- 


form, and the day is not far 
distant when the American 
college will undergo its met- 
amorphosis. Already it is 
demanded of college stu- 
dents that they do more orig- 
inal research, independent 
thinking and unsupervised 
study. 
Several institutions 


are contemplating abolition 
of the old system of grades 
and credits, that the student 
may work for intellectual at- 
tainment rather than for 
class promotion, credits and 
degrees. For the old system 
would be substituted a com- 
prehensive final examina- 
tion that would bring out 
the 
student's accumulated 


knowledge and attitude on 
intellectual matters.

Death Instantaneous. 
Toral was taken to the secluded 
patio of the penitentiary and stood 
before a pile of sand bags heaped 
In front of the bullet-ridden wall 
where many other men had gone 
to their deaths. 
After pitching forward to ths 
ground, the body twitched but the 
captain of the firing squad' Imme- 
diately stepped forward and fired 
a final shot So far as could be ob- 
served Toral's death was extreme- 
ly quick, if not instantaneous. 
As the body dropped the bullets 
tore open the sand bags behind the 
prisoner and little streams of sand 
poured to the ground. 
A crowd of several thousand was 
outside the penitentiary when the 
execution took place, but was held 
a block away from the building by 
the military police with fixed bay- 
onets. 
Meanwhile a crowd 
of several 
hundred which had gained 
en- 
trance to the penitentiary was held 
in an outer patio and only about 30 
were permitted to pass 
through 
several long corridors to the place 
where Toral was executed. 


Relatives to Get Body. 
Immediately after 
the 
firing 
squad had finished its work, the 
body was taken to the penitentiary 
morgue. It is understood it will be 
delivered to Toral's wife or mother 
some time within the next eight 
hours. 
In the hospital of the. peniten- 
tiary at the time of the execution 
was Mother Concepcion, sentenced 
to 20 years' Imprisonment as "the 
intellectual author" of the Obregon 
assassination. 
The 
hospital 
is 
within the sound- of rifle shots in 
the execution ground. 
Captain Rodriguez Babiela, who 


fired the coup de grace, used a pis- 
tol which was once given to him 
as a gift by the 
late President- 


elect Obregon, Toral's victim.

Heavy military guards blockaded 
streets leading to the federal dis- 
drict penitentiary today in antici- 
pation of the execution at noon (1 
p. m., E S. T.) of Jose De Leon 
Toral, assassin of President-elect 
Alvaro Obregon. 
Toral himself was confined un- 
der heavy guard in the death cell of 
the penitentiary. 
By a twist of 
irony the court yard bore the name 
of the man he killed, July 17, last— 
"Patio Alvaro Obregon.'f 


Prayers, a visit with his family 
and hours spent with a Catholic 
priest occupied his last night on 
earth. His spirit waned after noil 
fication of his sentence 
and 
the 
formality, required by Mexican law 
of signing his own death warrant 
and he ate only frugally.
